The Andover tax rate of $36.00 
was approved by the Commissioner 
of Corporations and Taxations, 
Henry F, Long, on Tuesday, June 
18, An increase of $7.00 over last 
year’s rate, in line with the as- 
sessor’s prediction at the annual 
town meeting, is due largely to an 
increase in the number and rate of 
wages of public employees, both 
fully justified, and to the purchase 
of equipment that was not avail- 
able during the war years, Also,

able list created a loss of 
$200,000 and the assessors 
based the rate on an increased total 
valuation, real and personal, of 
about $55,000.

The Republican vote of 
1646 compared very favorably to 
1944's vote of 1267, but the Dem- 
ocrat vote dropped from 191 in 
the last primary to 180. How- 
ever, considering the number of 
returned service men and women 
since 1944, the increase in the 
total vote does not indicate the 
interest warranted by the fact 
that the primary vote was the 
decisive factor in the election of 
State Senator and Representa- 
tives. 

Going back to 1940, the Demo- 
crat vote was over 300, while the 
Republican vote was in the 
1400’s, which doesn’t seem to 
prove much of anything except 
that Andover takes the privi- 
leges of a democracy too lightly.

Historical Inaccuracy 

I have become especially inter- 
ested in the beginning of Andover. 
An ‘element of misundersitanding 
and misstatement came into the 
story. The first history of Andover 
was not published until one hun- 
dred and eighty three years after 
its incorporation. When Abiel Ab- 
bot quoted from the records of the 
General Court and from Governor 
Winthrop’s Journal, saying that the 
people of Newton (Cambridge), 
feeling too cramped for land there, 
“sent men to Agawan (Ipswich) 
and Merrimack” to see whether 
either locality would be a suitable 
place to which to remove, he as- 
sumed that (Merrimack) meant 
the region of Andover, the Indian 
Cochichawick. All the later writers, 
except one, followed Abbot’s prece- 
edent. This was a mistaken infer- 
ence. The proof is clear and con- 
vincing. William Wood in his small 
but valuable book, “New England’s 
Prospects,” published in London in 
1634, states the locality of Merri- 
mac clearly and definitely. He took 
his manuscript with him on his re- 
turn to England in August, 1633. 
Near the close of chapter of part 
one, he says, 

“Agowanne is nine miles to the 
North from Salem, which is one of 
the most spacious places for a plan- 
tation, being neare, the sea, it 
aboundeth with fish, and flesh of 
fowles and beasts, great Meads 
and Marshes and plaine plowing 
grounds, many good rivers and har- 
bours and no rattle snakes. In a 
word, it is the best place but one, 
which is Merrimacke, lying eight 
miles beyond it, where is a river 
20 leagues navigable, all along the 
river side is fresh Marshes, in some 
places 3 miles broad. In this river 
is Sturgeon, Sammon, and Basse, 
and divers other kind of fish.”
